— This  continued  into  the  year  and  was  of 
the  same  type  as  that  of  1924.  Only  one  case  was  fatal.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 


It  has  an  area  of  68,068  acres  or  more  than  106 
square  miles. 

The  Population  was  76,143  at  the  census  of  1921,  as 
compared  with  71,653  in  1911.  The  number  of  males  was 
39,399  and  that  of  females  36,744,  this  being  one  of  the 
comparatively  few  districts  where  the  males  outnumber 
the  other  sex.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the 
population  at  the  middle  of  1925  to  have  been  81,050, 
which  number  has  been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  the 
statistics  now  laid  before  you.  The  estimate  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  80,480,  and  has  been 
calculated  on  the  numbers  of  inhabited  houses  in  each 
parish  as.  returned  by  the  Assistant  Overseers. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
Area. — The  district  surrounds  the  small  urban  districts 
Clay  Cross  and  Dronfield  and  also  the  Borough  of 
Chesterfield  except  on  the  west.  The  northern  part  is  in 
the  watershed  of  the  Rother,  which  rises  in  Pilsley,  and 
the  southern  in  that  of  the  Amber,  which  rises  in 
Ashover,  and  its  tributaries.  It  is  hilly  in  character,  the 
altitudes  ranging  from  1290  feet  at  Holmesfield  to  117J 
at  the  point  where  the  Rother  leaves  Beighton. 

The  geological  formation  is  clay  overlying  the  shales 
and  sandstones  of  the  coal  measures,  millstone  grit  and 
carboniferous  limestone  except  in  Ashover,  Brackenfield 
and  Wessington  where  denuded  millstone  grit  occurs. 
Past  volcanic  action  is  shown  by  the  occurrence  of  toad- 
stone  in  Ashover.  The  surface  soil  is  generally  shallow. 

There  are  three  ordinary  railways  belonging  to  two 
companies,  and  a light  railway  between  Clay  Cross  and 
Ashover.  The  Chesterfield  and  Stockwith  canal,  once  an 
important  waterway,  is  now  disused. 

Inhabited  Houses. — The  number  was  15,595  at  the 
census,  but  is  now  17,036.  The  number  of  private 
families  was  then  16,417.  but  cannot  be  given  now  owing 
to  the  number  of  cases  in  which  more  than  one  family 
occupy  a house.

Rateable  Value  in  September. — Land,  £49,952; 
buildings,  £333,672;  total,  £383,624.  A penny  rate 
represents  £1,598. 

Social  Conditions. — The  occupied  males  of  twelve 
years  and  upwards  at  the  time  of  the  census  numbered 
25,858,  and  the  unoccupied  and  retired  2,998;  the 
occupied  females  were  4,071,  and  the  unoccupied  and 
retired  22,290. 

Coalmining  is  the  chief  industry  and,  with  quarrying, 
gave  employment  to  46.7  per  cent,  of  the  occupied  males, 
and  agriculture  to  6.5  per  cent;  the  manufactures  of  iron 
and  allied  trades  employed  8.8  per  cent.,  and  transport  5.4. 

Personal  service  was  the  occupation  of  43.3  per  cent, 
of  the  occupied  females. 

Vital  Statistics. — These  are  given  in  tables,  where 
they  are  compared  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  and 
neighbouring  districts. 

Poor  Law  Relief. — The  amount  expended  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  Lady  Day,  1925,  was  £28,474 
8s.  8d.,  equal  to  84.31d.  per  head  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  corresponding  figures  in  1916  were 
£7/109  and  23.73d. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Hospitals. — (1)  Tuberculosis.  The  district  and 
others  are  served  by  the  County  Council’s  .Sanatorium  at 
Walton  and  wards  at  Penmore  Hospital.  (2)  Maternity. 
There  is  no  hospital  belonging  to  the  Council,  but  the 
Chesterfield  Maternity"  and  Children’s  Hospital  was  used 
by  79  mothers,  the  Workhouse  Infirmar}'’  by  15,  and 
others  by  39.  Children.  The  Chesterfield,  Sheffield, 
Derby  and  Nottingham  hospitals  are  used,  and  children 
are  sent  to  the  Orthopasdic  Hospital,  Shropshire,  by  the 
County  Council,  who  are  providing  a hospital  of  their 
own  at  Bretby  Hall.  Fever.  The  North  Derbyshire 
Hospital  Committee  have  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of 
diphtheria,  enteric  fever  and  scarlet  fever  at  Dronfield. 
Langwith,  Mastin  Moor  (Staveley),  and  Morton;  there  is 
also  accommodation  at  Penmore  Hospital,  belonging  to 
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the  Chesterfield  Joint  Hospital  Committee,  when  circum- 
stances allow  of  this  being  spared.  The  four  hospitals 
have  78  bed-spaces  on  the  standard  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  but  115  beds.  Smallpox.  This  is  treated  at  Spital 
and  Morton  Hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Joint 
Smallpox  Hospital  Committee,  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Chesterfield  Joint  and  North  Derbyshire 
Hospital  Committees.  The  former  has  accommodation 
for  27  patients  on  the  scale  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
the  latter  for  32  and  those  that  might  be  lodged  in  the 
permanent  buildings.  Spital  Hospital  is  used  for  all 
patients  when  the  number  is  not  large,  and  the  Morton 
Hospital  accommodation  provided  in  1924,  when  the 
disease  was  epidemic  in  the  Borough  of  Chesterfield  and 
parts  of  the  Blackwell  and  Chesterfield  Rural  Districts, 
reserved  for  other  times. 

The  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  Committee  is  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the  Bolsover,  Clay  Cross,  and 
Dronfield  Urban  District  Councils  and  the  Blackwell, 
Chesterfield,  Clown  and  Norton  Rural  District  Councils. 
It  maintains  its  own  hospitals,  but  receives  a grant  from 
the  County  Council,  which  amounted  to  £1,156  10s.  Od. 
in  1925.  Other  Hospitals.  The  Devonshire  Hospital, 
Buxton,  is  used  by  persons  suffering  from  rheumatic 
affections;  the  Jessop  Hospital,  Sheffield,  by  women 
having  complaints  peculiar  to  their  sex ; and  the 
Nottingham  Eye  Infirmary  by  patients  with  ocular 
disorders. 

The  institutions  in  which  the  183  institution  deaths 
occurred  and  the  number  in  each  case  were ; — Chester- 
field and  North  Derbyshire  Royal  Hospital,  60; 
Chesterfield  Union  Workhouse,  46;  Sheffield  Royal 
Hospital,  24;  Other  Sheffield  hospitals,  13;  Mickleover 
Asylum,  17;  Isolation  hospitals,  11;  Chesterfield 
Maternity  and  Children’s  Hospital,  5;  Walton  Sana- 
torium, 1 ; Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  Derby,  1 ; Other 
Hospitals,  5. 

The  Council  subsidises  no  hospital,  but  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  which  includes  its  members,  subscribes  to  the 
funds  of  the  Chesterfield  and  North  Derbyshire  Royal 
Hospital,  the  Derby  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Derby  and 
Derbyshire  Association  for  Convalescents,  the  Devon- 
shire Hospital  at  Buxton,  the  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary, 
the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital,  and  St.  Anne’s  Convalescent 
Home,  Bridlington, 
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Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants  and  Home- 
less Children. — The  Magdalene  Home,  2,  Cromwell  Road, 
Chesterfield,  takes  in  stranded  women  and  girls.  The 
Guardians  of  the  Poor  afford  assistance  to  others. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — (a)  Infectious  Cases.  Dron- 
field,  Langwith,  Mastin  Moor  and  Spital  Hospitals  have 
motor  ambulances  and  Morton  Hospital  a horse  ambu- 
lance. (b)  Non-infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  Motor 
ambulances  are  maintained  by  the  Hardwick  Colliery  Co., 
Heath,  Messrs.  J.  & G.  Wells,  Ltd.,  colliery  proprietors, 
Eckington,  the  Grassmoor  Co.,  Ltd.,  colliery  proprietors, 
Hasland,  the  Staveley  Coal  & Iron  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  horse 
ambidances  by  the  Grassmoor  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Pilsley 
Collieiy  Co.,  and  the  Red  Cross  Society,  Morton.  In 
proximity  to  the  District  are  the  motor  ambulances 
belonging  to  the  Chesterfield  Borough  Police,  the  Clay 
Cross  Co.,  the  Sheepbridge  Coal  & Iron  Co.,  the  North 
Midland  Coalowners’  Rescue  Station,  Chesterfield,  the 
Glapwell  Colliery,  the  Bolsover  Colliery  Co.,  Ltd.,  the 
Blackwell  Colliery  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Tibshelf  Colliery  Co.. 
Ltd.,  and  the  Creswell  Colliery  Co.,  Ltd. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — School  and  Tuber- 
culosis Clinics  are  held  at  the  County  School  Clinic, 
Brimington  Road,  Chesterfield.  There  is  a treatment 
centre  for  venereal  disease  at  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Chesterfield,  under  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.— (a)  General. — 
Nursing  is  not  provided  by  either  the  County  Council  or 
the  Rural  District  Council,  but  the  Board  of  Guardians 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  nursing  associations  in  Ashover, 
Beighton,  Brimington,  the  Dronfield  District,  Eckington, 
Grassmoor  (Hasland),  Heath,  Killamarsh,  Morton  and 
Stonebroom  (Shirland),  North  Wingfield  and  Staveley. 
(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — None. 

Midwives. — There  are  36  residing  in  the  District  and 
a number  of  others  in  the  neighbourhood  who  practise  in 
it.  All  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council 
which  subsidises  one  in  Barlow  and  another  in  Winger- 
worth. 

Chemical  Work. — The  Sanitary  Inspectors  take 
samples  of  water  which  are  analysed  by  the  County 
Analyst,  who  also  analyses  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
taken  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Council.  See 
Inspection  of  Food  on  page  25.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 
DISTRICT. 


Water. — The  houses  supplied  by  public  or  quasi- 
public service  are  15,988,  equal  to  91.8  per  cent,  of  the 
whole. 

Few  breakdowns  occur,  which  is  to  the  credit  of  the  - 
Water  Engineer,  and  remarkable  when  the  subsidence 
due  to  coalmining  is  remembered. 

The  northern  part  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Barbrook  reservoir,  situate  partly  in  Holmesfield  and 
partly  in  the  Baslow  and  Bubnall  Urban  District,  from 
which  filtered  water  passes  to  the  Ramsley  Reservoir 
from  which  it  is  distributed.  Little  Barbrook  reservoir 
at  a lower  level  collects  water  which  is  not  used  except  in 
times  of  scarcity.  The  water  which  formerly  was 
retained  in  Ramsley  reservoir  goes  to  waste  except  in 
time  of  scarcity,  but  will  be  stored  in  Crowhole  reservoir 
when  the  proposed  filters  are  erected  there.  The  water 
from  the  Crowhole  gathering  ground  goes  to  waste 
except  such  as  is  retained  for  trade  supplies. 

The  capacities  and  catchment  areas  of  the  northern 
reservoirs  are: — Barbrook,  100,0(X),0{X)  gallons  and  1,038 
acres;  Ramsley,  18,000,000  and  129  acres;  Crowhole, 
25,000,000  and  1,800  acres;  Little  Barbrook,  281  acres.  It 
should  be  noted  that  only  1,038  of  the  3,248  acres  of 
catchment,  or  less  than  one-third,  are  used,  and  that  much 
of  the  water  falling  on  these  during  the  winter  months  is 
not  used  owing  to  lack  of  reservoir  accommod^ition.  Part 
of  the  water  now  unused  would  be  sufficient  to  permit 
the  conversion  of  privies  to  water-closets,  which  is  the 
crying  need  of  the  District. 

The  water  from  the  Barbrook  and  Ramsley  gathering 
grounds  is  peaty,  usually  straw-coloured  but  sometimes 
darker,  slightly  acid,  very  soft  and  plumbo-solvent. 
Many  cases  of  lead-poisoning  from  the  use  of  it  occurred 
up  to  twenty-five  years  ago,  some  of  which  were  fatal  or 
resulted  in  disablement,  but  none  has  been  reported  since 
the  installation  of  the  filters.  The  water  is  treated  with 
lime  to  neutralise  the  peaty  acids  and  then  passed 
through  the  pressure  filters  to  remove  it,  afterwards 
going  on  to  the  sand  filters  and  thence  to  Ramsley 
reservoir,  now  only  a store  for  pure  filtered  water. 
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The  Bath-house  tank  serves  the  village  of  Ashover. 
It  has  a capacity  of  15,000  gallons  and  is  fed  by  a never- 
failing  spring  from  the  millstone  grit  which  yields  water 
of  excellent  quality  and  not  plumbosolvent.  The 
Edlestow  springs  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Amber 
Valley  have  an  average  yield  of  60,000  gallons  per  diem 
of  similar  water  which  enters  the  southern  supply 
mentioned  below  but  can  be  diverted  to  the  tank. 

The  Press  reservoirs  in  Ashover,  three  in  number, 
have  an  aggregate  capacity  of  25,000,000  and  a gathering 
ground  area  of  about  500  acres,  and  supply  the  greater  part 
of  the  southern  district.  The  water  is  good  and  not  plumbo- 
solvent, but  contains  vegetable  matter  which  should  be 
removed  by  filtration.  This  is  supplemented  by  the 
Edlestow  springs  and  the  Brockhurst  spring.  The  last 
yields  on  an  average  about  60,000  gallons  per  diem  and 
has  been  connected  with  the  supply  since  the  last  full 
report.  The  water  is  of  a character  similar  to  that  of  the 
Edlestow  springs. 

Alton  and  Littlemoor,  hamlets  in  the  parish  of 
Ashover,  have  an  independent  supply  from  the  Brown 
Edge  springs. 

Hasland  and  Brimington  and  houses  in  Calow  are 
supplied  by  the  Corporation  of  Chesterfield  from  the 
Linacre  reservoirs,  which  have  an  aggregate  capacity  of 
247,000,000  gallons.  Most  of  the  water  is  upland  surface 
water  but  a large  quantity  is  obtained  from  the 
Whispering  Well  at  Holymoorside  and  bores  in  that 
neighbourhood.  The  supply  is  practically  unlimited. 

The  reservoir  in  Wingerworth  is  no  longer  part  of 
the  estate  but  in  private  hands.  It  would  be  to  the 
benefit  of  the  District  if  this  was  acquired  by  the  Council. 
The  Corporation  of  Chesterfield  supplies  24  houses. 

The  Alfreton  Urban  District  Council  supplies  upland 
surface  water  to  part  of  Wessington  by  meter. 

The  Corporation  of  Sheffield  supplies  19  houses  in 
Beighton  and  74  in  Eckington. 

Particulars  as  to  the  supply  in  the  various  parishes 
are  given  in  an  accompanying  table. 


Table  I.,  showing  the  number  of  Houses  in  the  Chesterfield  Rural  District  supplied  with  Water  by  Public 
Service  or  from  Private  Reservoirs;  also  the  numbers  provided  with  Water  Closets  and  Baths. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. — The  principal  stream  is  the 
Rother,  which  begins  in  Pilsley  and  leaves  the  district  at 
Beighton  on  its  way  to  the  Humber.  The  Locko  brook, 
one  of  its  tributaries,  brings  in  sewage  from  North  Wing- 
field and  Pilsley,  but  works  which  will  purify  this  are 
contemplated.  Chemical  refuse  from  the  Clay  Cross 
Works  enters  at  Tupton  and  sewage  from  the  Midland 
Railway  Cottages  at  Hasland,  but  the  stream  is  fairly 
clear  when  it  reaches  Chesterfield. 

The  Calow  brook  is  polluted  by  chemical  refuse  from 
the  Grassmoor  Colliery,  coal-washings  from  the  Bond’s 
Main  Colliery,  and  ochre-water  (water  containing 
limonite)  from  the  Calow  Main;  the  Hipper,  another 
tributary,  brings  in  more  from  the  Boythorpe  Colliery  in 
the  Borough  of  Chesterfield.  The  Rother  receives 
chemical  refuse  whilst  passing  through  the  town  and 
sewage  from  a large  part  of  it,  but  works  to  remedy  the 
last  pollution  are  in  progress. 

The  sewage  of  Barrow  Hill,  Staveley,  mixed  with 
ochre-water  from  the  disused  Campbell  mine;  chemical 
refuse  from  the  Staveley  Company’s  Works;  sewage 
from  Hartington  Cottages,  and  (through  the  Doe  Lea, 
polluted  before  it  enters  the  District),  from  Markham, 
Seymour,  Woodthorpe,  Netherthorpe,  Lowgates  and 
Mastin  Moor,  enter  it  in  its  passage  through  Staveley. 
A comprehensive  scheme  for  works  to  deal  with  these 
nuisances  is  before  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  sewage  of  Barber’s  Row,  in  the  Clown  Rural 
District,  enters  at  Renishaw,  Eckington ; that  of  Coal 
Aston  and  Ridgeway  enters  at  Eckington  but  purified  b)'- 
dilution,  subsidence  and  aeration  to  such  a degree  that  it 
makes  no  apparent  difference  in  the  appearance  of  the 
stream. 

Sewage  works  at  Green  Lane,  Killamarsh,  have 
ended  the  pollution  that  formerly  existed  there,  but 
chemical  refuse  occasionally  enters  from  the  Holbrook 
Colliery  and  the  Killamarsh  Chemical  Works. 

The  Drone,  a tributary  that  enters  at  Whittington, 
brings  in  small  quantities  of  sewage  and  sewage  effluents 
from  Barlow,  the  Dronfield  Urban  District,  Dronfield 
Woodhouse  and  Unstone. 

The  sewage  of  the  upper  part  of  Ashover  enters  the 
Amber  after  passing  through  caverns,  taking  about

eighteen  hours  to  do  so,  and  emerges  at  the  Old  Woman’s 
Well  in  a partly  purified  condition;  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  village  does  the  same. 

Minor  pollutions  occur  lower  down. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  following  description  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  and  outfalls  has  been  furnished  by 
the  kindness  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer,  Mr.  Harold 
Taylor,  M.C.,  A.M.I.E.E. : —

Note. — 26  separate  contracts  have  been  accepted  by  the  Council 
for  the  cleansing  of  the  whole  of  these  outfalls  for  the  year  1926/27. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — There  are  4,231  houses 
with  water-closets,  30  with  waste  water-closets,  392  with 
pail-closets,  and  12,753  served  by  privies.  The  last 
number  does  not  mean  that  there  is  that  number  of 
privies  for  some  serve  more  than  one  house.  Taking 
11,500  as  the  number  and  deducting  1,500  for  those  for 
which  a public  sewer  and  adequate  water  supply  are  not 
available,  there  are  10,000  which  should  be  converted,  by 
compulsion  if  necessary. 

The  numbers  of  conversions  of  privies  to  water- 
closets  during  the  last  five  years,  beginning  with  1921, 
were  147,  63,  160,  140  and  219,  total  739.  The  only 
definite  policy  with  regard  to  conversions  has  been  to 
regard  privies  within  20  feet  of  a house  as  nuisances  and 
to  deal  with  them  as  such;  and  to  induce  the  owners  of 
dilapidated  closets  beyond  that  distance  to  replace  them 
with  water-closets.  The  number  within  the  distance  is 
lessened  every  year  so  that  the  number  converted  for 
that  reason  must  fall,  but  even  if  the  present  rate  was 
kept  up,  it  would  be  67  years  before  the  last  of  the 
present  privies  disappeared. 

The  diminution  in  mortality  and  sickness  consequent 
on  a forward  policy  would  be  immense  and  by  itself 
would  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  expenditure,  for  the  first 
principle  of  a sanitary  authority  should  be  the  safety  of 
the  public  health.  The  following  extract  from  the 
Annual  Report  for  1913  is  worth  quoting.  It  deals  with 
the  conversion  of  the  175  houses  at  Speedwell,  Staveley.

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“ It  is  to  be  remembered,  while  considering  the  above 
“ figures  that  the  reduction  of  the  mortality  is  not  the 
“ only  benefit  that  has  accrued,  for  many  more  cases  of 
“ illness  occur  than  deaths,  and  the  marked  lowering  of 
“ the  number  of  deaths  shows  that  an  enormous  amount 
“ of  sickness,  suffering  and  ill-health  has  been  prevented. 
“ It  would  pay  the  Council  handsomely  to  convert  every 
“ privy  in  the  District  into  a water-closet  where  the  public 
“ water  supply  and  an  adequate  sewer  are  available.  The 
“ reduction  in  the  cost  of  scavenging  would  pay  the 
“ interest  on  the  outlay  and  leave  diminished  sickness  and 
“ added  enjoyment  and  greater  security  of  life  as  profit.” 

It  would  not  be  necessary  to  pay  the  whole  cost  of 
conversion  but  only  one-half,  or  in  the  case  of  defective 
buildings  one-quarter  or  less,  that  on  the  average  would 
be  £3  10s.  Od. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regrets  that  after  his 
nearly  thirty  years  of  service  there  should  still  be  many 
thousands  of  these  buildings  in  the  District,  dangerous 
and  offensive  to  both  the  tenants  of  the  houses  they 
belong  to  and  to  their  neighbours.  Only  the  contempt 
bred  of  familiarity  permits  them  to  be  tolerated. 

Scavenging  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Parish  Councils  acting  as  Parochial  Committees  in 
Eckington,  Hasland,  Killamarsh,  North  Wingfield, 
Pilsley,  Staveley,  Temple  Normanton  and  Unstone;  by 
contract  in  Ashover,  Barlow,  Beighton,  Brimington, 
Calow,  Coal  Aston,  Dronfield  Woodhouse,  Heath, 
Holmesfield,  Morton,  Shirland  and  Higham,  Sutton-cum- 
Duckmanton,  Tupton  and  Wessington;  by  landlords  or 
tenants  in  Brackenfield,  Stretton,  Wingerworth  and 
Woodthorpe. 

The  cost  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1926,  was 
£10,311  17s.  9d.,  as  compared  with  £10,994  in  the  year 
ended  March  31st,  J920. 

The  work  was  well  done  so  far  as  it  can  be  called 
well  done  when  the  refuse  is  not  destroyed  but  merely 
removed  from  a populous  place  to  another  not  so  thickly 
populated.  Tipping  places  are  increasingly  difficult  to 
find  and,  when  found,  become  harbours  for  rats  and  the 
breeding  places  of  innumerable  flies,  both  carriers  of 
disease.  It  should  be  possible  to  have  a better  system 
than  tipping  for  £10,000. 
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There  are  4,653  movable  ashbins,  most  of  which  have 
been  provided  during  recent  years. 

Sanitary  Inspection. — See  Table  later. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  was  taken  regarding 
smoke  nuisances. 

Premises  controlled  by  Bye-laws. — There  is  only  one 
common  lodging-house,  which  is  in  Eckington  and  is  well 
conducted. 

Schools. — These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Council,  but  are  frequently  visited  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  It  was  found  necessary  to  order  the 
closure,  on  account  of  measles,  of  Poolsbrook  Infant 
Department,  Staveley,  from  4th  February  to  23rd 
February,  and  from  24th  February  to  9th  March;  Infant 
Department,  Church  of  England  School,  Staveley,  from 
16th  March  to  9th  April;  Infant  Department,  Barrow 
Hill  Council  School,  Staveley,  from  17th  March  to  9th 
April ; Marsh  Lane  Council  School,  Eckington,  from  23rd 
March  to  9th  April;  Infant  Department,  Pilsley  Council 
School,  2nd  April  to  9th  April ; Infant  Department,  Shir- 
land  School,  15th  May  to  29th  May;  Infant  Department, 
Beighton  Council  School,  6th  July  to  31st  July;  Infant 
Department,  Hackenthorpe  School,  Beighton,  from  10th 
July  to  31st  July.  Advisory  handbills  were  distributed 
at  the  time  of  closure  and  at  other  times  of  prevalence 
when  closure  was  not  advisable.  Sunday  Schools  were 
closed  at  the  same  time  as  the  day  schools  by  the  kind 
co-operation  of  their  managers.  Messrs.  Kendall,  of 
Staveley,  showed  their  public  spirit  by  closing  their 
Picture  Theatre  to  children  for  several  performances 
during  the  prevalence  of  measles  in  March. 

(1)  General  Housing  Conditions. 

(1)  Apart  from  scarcity,  the  .general  condition  is 
good. 

(2)  (a)  There  is  a general  shortage.  The  number  of 
rooms  per  person  at  the  census  was  precisely  one,  but 
this  was  exceeded  in  Ashover,  Barlow,  Beighton, 
Brackenfield,  Brimington,  Coal  Aston,  Eckington, 
Holmesfield,  Morton,  Stretton,  Sutton-cum-Duckmanton, 
Wingerworth  and  Woodthorpe.  This  excess  is  due  in 
the  cases  of  Ashover  and  Holmesfield  to  there  being 
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houses  which  cater  for  summer  visitors,  and  in  the  case 
of  others  to  large  unoccupied  mansions  in  parishes  of 
small  population. 

(b)  The  following  houses  have  been  built  and  passed 
for  occupation  from  1921 — 1925  inclusive : — Council 
houses:  Staveley  202,  for  Eckington  at  Renishaw  but  in 
the  parish  of  Staveley  19,  North  Wingfield  179,  Killa- 
marsh  6,  total  406;  built  by  subsidy  to  private  persons 
under  1919  and  1923  Acts,  269.  Subsidy  houses  were 
built  in  all  parishes  except  Coal  Aston,  Heath,  Pilsley 
and  Woodthorpe.  There  were  built  by  Public  Utility 
Services:  Staveley  Housing  Association,  80  at  Staveley; 
The  Industrial  Housing  Association,  346  at  Hollingwood, 
Staveley,  182  at  Poolsbrook,  Staveley,  and  77  at  Sutton- 
cum-Duckmanton ; total,  685 ; by  private  enterprise, 
including  both  permanent  and  temporary  dwellings,  145 ; 
making'a  grand  total  of  1,505. 

(3)  Migration  has  taken  place  from  one  parish  to 
another  as  houses  have  been  provided.  Any  vacant 
house  soon  finds  a tenant  wherever  it  may  be  situated. 

(2)  Overcrowding. 

(1)  Extent:  considerable  but  not  so  general  as  a few 
years  ago.  Many  houses  have  two,  and  a few  three 
families. 

(2)  Causes:  the  falling  off  in  building  in  the  years 
preceding  and  during  the  Great  War. 

(3)  Measures  taken:  building  of  houses  and  subsi- 
dising the  building  of  others. 

(4)  There  were  many  cases  which  were  dealt  with 
by  the  Council  allotting  the  new  houses  to  tenants  with 
large  families. 

(3)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

(1)  (a)  The  general  standard  could  be  described  as 
good  but  for  the  scarcity  of  baths  and  the  prevalence  of 
privy  middens. 

(b)  General  character  of  defects : defective  waste 
pipes,  roofs,  downspouts,  offensive  accumulations. 

(c)  Some  are  due  to  want  of  proper  supervision  and 
repair  by  owners,  and  as  regards  the  last,  the  careless- 
ness of  tenants. 

(2)  Action  to  remedy  defects  was  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  (see  Table).

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — The  milk  is  produced  in  the 
District  and  the  cattle  and  cowsheds  are  regularly 
inspected : advantage  is  taken  of  applications  for  licences 
to  secure  improvement  of  the  latter.  The  number  of 
producers  on  the  register  is  683. 

(i).  No  action  by  the  Council  as  to  tuberculous  milk 
or  tuberculous  cattle  was  found  necessary.  The  subject 
is  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council. 

(ii.)  One  licence  for  the  sale  of  sterilized  milk  was 
granted  to  a firm  in  Staveley. 

(iii.)  No  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of 
retailers  or  of  a licence  for  graded  milk  was  necessary. 

(iv.)  No  bacteriological  examination  was  made  for  the 
Council. 

(b)  Meat. 

(i.)  All  meat  is  inspected  immediately  after  the 
slaughter,  but  none  is  marked.  Diseased  parts  are  burned 
or  buried. 

There  were  found  and  surrendered : — Of  beef,  2,891 
lbs. ; frozen  beef,  228  lbs. ; fish,  30  lbs. ; and  5 boxes 
organs  (livers,  etc.),  4489  lbs.;  pork,  48  lbs.;  rabbits,  76; 
canned  food,  210  lbs.  and  395  tins;  mutton,  60  lbs.;  fruit, 
7 lbs. ; also  1 pig’s  head. 

A co-operative  society  was  fined  £10  and  costs  for 
the  exposure  for  sale  of  bad  meat. 

(ii.)  Stalls  in  the  Eckington  and  Staveley  open-air 
market  are  partly  covered.  Shops  have  glazed  windows; 
also  stores.

Diphtheria  antitoxin  serum  in  8,000  units  vials  is 
supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  registered  medical 
practitioners.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  keep  it  in  stock  so  that  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  used  promptly.  66  vials  were 
distributed  in  1925  as  compared  with  127  in  1924. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  the  County 
Offices,  where  there  were  sent  during  the  year  20 
specimens  of  blood  from  supposed  enteric  fever  patients, 
3 of  which  gave  positive  reactions;  120  diphtheria 
swabbings,  14  of  which  showed  diphtheria  bacilli ; 
112  specimens  of  sputa  from  tuberculous  patients,  which 
gave  positive  results  in  33  cases;  and  miscellaneous, 
nature  not  stated  by  the  bacteriologist,  176,  of  which  63 
were  positive. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  performed  only  one 
vaccination,  which  was  in  a case  of  emergency,  preferring 
to  employ  the  services  of  the  public  vaccinators  so  that 
he  can  always  tell  persons  unwilling  to  be  vaccinated, 
and  who  say  in  many  cases  that  it  “ is  a money-making 
job  for  the  doctors,”  that  he  has  never  made  anything  out 
of  it,  and  is  only  speaking  for  their  good  when  he  urges 
them  to  be  vaccinated.

Disinfection. — Any  person  suffering  from  scabies 
can  obtain  treatment  at  any  of  the  isolation  hospitals  on 
application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  through  his 
medical  attendant.  Eight  persons  were  treated  during 
the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  disinfected  490  rooms. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  disinfection  of  beddings,  etc., 
at  the  hospitals.
